Six-Hour Session 


Mr. Roosevelt had tried fruitless- 


ly in a dramatic, six-hour session 
with the directors 
yesterday 
to 


bring out all the facts behind the 
charges and counter-charges hurled 
by the chairman and his fellow 
board members—fruitlessly, because 
Chairman Morgan flatly declined to 
support his charges. 


Senator Norris (I-Neb.), father of 


the TVA, said he thought Morgan's 
refusal to answer Mr. Roosevelt's 
questions would justify a concur- 
rent ccngressional resolution, re- 
quiring a majority of both houses 
of congress, to oust the chairman. 


The Nebraskan added, however, 


that there undoubtedly would be 
strong opposition to any such reso- 
lusion until after a thorough inves- 
tigation of the TVA were made. 
- 


The chairman, holding out for an 


"Impartial, comprehensive and com- 
plete" congressional investigation, 
repeatedly told Mr. Roosevelt he 
was "an observer and not a partici- 
pant in this alleged process of fact- 
finding." 


"Grave Conditions'* 


He noted in a statement put into 


the record that he had "repeatedly 
but 
unsuccessfully" 
sought Mr. 


Roosevelt's cooperation in correct- 
ing "grave conditions" within TVA. 


Among charges which the presi- 


dent asked Morgan to substantiate, 
if he could, were that H. A. Morgan 
and Lilienthal had made "evasive 
and misleading reports to the presi- 
dent and congress and that they 
had been guilty of "dishonesty or 
malfeasance" 
in handling 
large 


claims brought by -Senator Berry 
(D-Tcnn.) and others because of 
flooding of marble deposits. 


The chairman refused, however, 


to offer any evidence. 


On the other hand, H. A. Morgan 


and Lilienthal offered various evi- 
dence in support of their complaint 
that the chairman had pursued an 
"obstructionist" course. 


To give Chairman Morgan time to 


reconsider his position and present 
his side of the case, the president 
adjourned the hearing until next 
Friday. He asked the three either 
to appear in person or file further 
evidence at that time. 


"Not Fit for Board" 


Senator Norris asserted that Mor- 


gan's 
refusal to answer 
factual 


questions "pretty well demonstrates 
that he is not fit to be on the 
board." 


Lilicnthal and H. A. Morgan sub- 


mitted documents and oral evidence 
to support their contention the 
chairman 
had 
obstructed 
TVA 


progress. 


They cited what they described 


as the chairman's conduct .during 
the 
TVA constitutionality 
case 


brought by 19 southern utilities. 


Six days before the trial, they 


said, the chairman made serious 
complaints which later were proved 
"groundless" against the work of 
TVA attorneys.

Brokerage Failure 


New York — ll'h- Acting swiftly 


after the failure and indictment of 
its former president, the New York 
Stock exchange put into effect to- 
day a new rule requiring exchange 
brokerage firms to make available 
a statement of financial condition to 
any customer upon request. 


The ruling, figuratively compel- 


ling brokerage houses to keep their 
asset ledgers "in their front win- 
dows" for the guidance of security- 
trading customers, applied to all 
member firms regardless of wheth- 
er they carried margin accounts. 


It was adopted by the exchange 


governing committee as state, local 
and federal 
investigations 
were 


pressed into the angled finances of 
Richard Whitney. The failure of 
his brokerage firm four days ago 
gave Wall Street its biggest scandal 
in years. 


§35,000 Bail 


Whitney, five times head of the 


stock exchange, was free on a total 
of $35,000 bail on state and county 
charges he had illegally appropria- 
ted at least $208,000 to his own use. 


A hearing is scheduled Monday 


on a grand larceny indictment ob- 
tained by District Attorney Thomas 
E. Dewey charging Whitney with 
misappropriating $105,000 in securi- 
ties from the estate of his father-in- 
law.

growing suspicion among sanitari- 
ans of the existence of an intestinal, 
irritant other than B. coli. the bac- 
illus found in sewage solids. 


If outbreaks of gastro enteritis 


prove to be water-borne, carbon fil- 
tering of water may hold the key to 
their prevention, he said. 


Milwaukee has under construc- 


tion a filtration plant to be com- 
pleted this fall. In reply to a ques- 
tion from Dr. J. J. Seelman, Mil- 
waukee, board president, Warrick

Madison —(?)— Ruling in favor 


of the Sawyer County Fair associa- 
tion circuit Judge A. C. Hoppman 
held today that the supreme court's 
recent decision in the Wisconsin 
Development authority case does 
not bar payment of state aid to 
fairs and other private organiza- 
tions. 


Judge Hoppmann overruled a mo- 


tion on behalf of Secretary of State 
Theodore Dammann to quash a 
writ of mandamus compelling Dam- 
mann to approve the Sawyer Coun- 
ty Fair 
association's 
allotments 


from state appropriations. 


Dammann contended that when 


the Wisconsin, Development author- 
ity a private organization for pro- 
motion of municipal utilities, was 
denied the right to receive state 
money, appropriations to all private 
groups were placed in jeopardy. 


These groups included veterans' 


associations, farm improvement as- 
sociations and such organizations as 
the Wisconsin Historical society. 


Judge Hoppmann said that appro- 


priations, similar to those made to 
county fairs, have been allotted by 
the state for 80 years without ever 
being questioned, and that no ques- 
tion would have been raised had it 
not been for The WDA decision. 


The supreme court will hear ar-

German Soldiers March 
Into Vienna; Hitler to 
Make His Entry Sunday 


Reich and Italian Troops in 


Friendly Meeting at Border 


Hitler Gave Advance In- 


formation to Ducc 


On Intentions 


Rome — «">—For the first time 


since the .World war. German troops 
today stood at Italy's frontier, at 
the historic Brenner pass, and made 
friendly contact with Italian bor- 
der guards. 


Five truckloads of German in- 


fantry under a lieutenant-colonel, 
part of the legions marching into 
Austria to make sure Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler's domination, arrived at the 
strategic Alpine portal. 


In Rome it became apparent Hit- 


ler had given Premier Mussolini 
advance information that he was 
sending German troops into Aus- 
tria. 


The commander of the German 


detachment at Brenner pass imme- 
diately called on the Italian com- 
mander of the frontier garrison. 


Their meeting took place near 


the barrier which bears the Latin 
legend: "Frontier stone between 
Italy and Austria, consecrated by 
the treaty of St. Germaine, Sept. 10, 
1919." 


The German, speaking in Italian, 


said: 


"I offer the salute of the German 


nation, and express its admiration 
to your chief." 


Changes Revealed 


The Italian commander thanked 


him and paid a tribute to Hitler. 


The meeting showed how Europe 


had moved since 1934. when Mus- 
solini rushed his divisions to the 
Brenner pass as a gesture to restrain 
Germany-at the time 
of the nazi 


putsch of July 25. 


In ancient times the 
Brenner 


pass was the avenue for three Teu- 
ton invasions of the Italian penin- 
sula. 


An emissary of der fuehrer, it 


was learned, arrived in Rome yes- 
terday by airplane bringing a per- 
sonal letter to Mussolini before 
the troops marched. 


II duce evidently looked on placid- 


ly while nazis engulfed independent 
Austria, once the foundation stone 
of fascist foreign policy. 


Italian officials 
refrained 
from 


comment on the coup. 


Under the Rome-Berlin axis. Hit- 


ler and Mussolini have agreed to 
inform each other before making 
any important moves.

Secrecy Marks Return of 


Famous Flier and 


Wife to Europe 


New York—VP)—Departing as se- 


cretly as they returned to their na- 
tive land three months ago. Col- 
onel and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh 
sailed early today to rejoin their 
two sons in England. 


They drove in a private car to 


the pier of the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen and boarded the ship 
unnoticed a few minutes before it 
sailed at 1:30 a.m. (C.S.T.) 


Even officers of the Bremen were 


kept unaware of the presence of 
the Lindberghs, line officials said, 
until the ship was at sea. Their 
names were not included on pas- 
senger lists. 


Since the arrival of the couple 


Dec. 5, Colonel Lindbergh has been 
engaged in negotiations for the 
Pan-American airways, with which 
he is associated. 


There was no indication whether 


the Lindberghs were returning to 
England as temporary or perma- 
nent residents. 


During their stay here, they re- 


mained in seclusion at the New 
Jersey estate of Mrs. Lindbergh's 
mother, where the flier observed 
his thirty-sixth birthday Feb. 4. 


Colonel Lindbergh broke his rule 


of privacy Dec. 7 to attend a ban- 
quet on the anniversary of the 
Wright brothers' epochal flight at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
Russian Prisoners 


Voice Pleas for Mercy

Planes Land 1,000 Infantrymen Near Austrian 


Capital; Fuehrer Cheered as Savior at Linz; 
Visits Scenes of Childhood; Explains Blood- 
less Conquest of Nation 


Berlin—IV)—Fuehrer 
Hitler left 


Munich by automobile today for a 
triumphant return to Austria, the 
land of his birth, after proclaiming 
that "soldiers of the German de- 
fense force were marching over all 
the frontiers of German Austria" 
to carry on its nazification. 


He had flown 
from 
Berlin to 


Munich early this morning, leaving 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels to 
read the broadcast proclamation. 


Leaving Field Marshal Goering 


as acting head of the German gov- 
ernment during his absence, 
the 


fuehrer delegated Propaganda Min- 
ister Goebbels to tell why Germany 
went to what was termed the res- 
cue of a suffering Austria, held in 
the grip of a small minority lacking 
even the slightest legal status. 


"I have now decided to extend 


the aid of the reich to the millions 
of Germans in Austria," Hitler pro- 
claimed. 


"Since morning soldiers of the 


German defense force have been 
marching over all the frontiers of 
German Austria." 


"I myself as fuehrer and chancel- 


lor of the German people shall be 
happy again to be able to enter as 
a German and a free citizen this 
land which is my own land," Hit- 
ler's proclamation said. 


"The world, however, shall con- 


vince itself that the German people 
in Austria experience in these days, 
hours of deepest joy and emotion. 


"The Austrian people see in the 


brethren who have hurried to their 
aid, saviours from dire distress. 


"Long live the national socialist 


German reich! 


"Long live national socialist Aus- 
tria!" 


"Motorized units, infantry divi- 


sion, and S. S. formations on the 
ground, as well as the German air 
force in the blue skies," Hitler said, 
"called by the new nationalist gov- 
ernment in Vienna—shall be the 
guarantor, that now at last, within 
the shortest time, the possibility 
will be Riven to the Austrian peo- 
ple by means of a real plebiscite to 
shape their own future destiny. 


"Behind these units, 
however, 


stand the will and determination of 
the entire German nation." 


Traces Developments 


The fuehrer reviewed the course 


of Austrian history, dwelling espe- 
cially upon sufferings of men and 
women which he said existed un- 
der Schuschnigg, the ousted Aus- 
trian chancellor. 


Hitler charged Schuschnigg with 


having perpetuated his regime by

of his new Austrian government, who had flown to Linz, greeted 
him: 


"My fuehrer! In this historical moment I welcome you. My 


fuehrer and chancellor, you are in Austria again. We thank 
you, our fuehrer, in a chorus of Seig Heil. Now the Austrians 
have acknowledged your leadership." The crowd went wild. • 


Hitler wore a brown uniform coat. He stood up in his auto- 


mobile, bareheaded. 
Cries of 


"We see our fuehrer!" and 
"here is the fuehrer at last!" 
greeted him. 


To Seysz-Inquart's welcome 


Hitler replied: 


"I thank you. Mister Chancel- 


lor, and the rest of you who 
gave testimony that the wish to 
create a Pan-German reich is 
not the desire of a few persons 
only." 


"Deeply Moved" 


"If only some international 


searchers for truth could see 
this occasion! 
I am deeply 


moved to have fulfilled

creed. 


"If Providence made me the

"A regime which was lacking 


in every legal mandate tried to 
maintain its. existence, although re- 
jected by an overwhelming major- 
ity of the Austrian people, by the 
most brutal methods of terror, of 
bodily and economic chastisement 
and destruction." 


People "Suppressed" 


The fuehrer said that "we, as a 


great people, had to go through the 
experience of seeing over 6,000,000 
beings of the same origin as our- 
selves suppressed by a numerically 
small minority, which simply knew 
how to bring itself anto possession 
of instruments of power necessary 
thereto. 


"To this political disfranchisc- 


menl and gagging there correspond- 
ed an economic decay which stood 
in terrible contrast to the blooming 
of new life in Germany. 


"Who could blame these unhappy 


members of our race if they direct- 
ed their glances yearningly towards 
the reich?" 


Asserting he had tried to change 


the destinies of Austria repeatedly 
during recent years, he continued: 


"Only a madman could believe 


that, in the long run, he could by 
suppression and terror rob the peo- 
ple of their love for a race to which 
it belonged by heredity. 


"European history proves that in 


such cases fanaticism is bred that 
is all the greater in consequence." 


Refers to Refugees 


He said Germany took over more 


than 40,000 Austrian refugees while 
10,000 additional went to jail and 
prison camps in Austria, and hun- 
dreds of thousands "were reduced 
to poverty." 


"No nation could in the long run 


stand for such conditions on its 
borders, except it deserved to be 
despised," the fuehrer avowed. 


He declared his Feb. 12 Berchtes- 


gaden 
agreement with 
Austria's 


ousted 
Chancellor 
Schuschnig 


"was to be the fulfillment of the 
agreement of July 11, 1936," 
in 


which Germany and Austria pledg- 
ed non-interference in each other's 
internal affairs and Germany guar- 
anteed Austrian independence. 


After reviewing his attempts to 


preserve peace through that pact, 
Hitler charged: 


"This 
agreement 
was signed 


merely to be broken the next mo- 
ment. . . I then tried a second time 
to bring about an understanding. 


"Rising Indignation" 


"I tried to convince the repre- 


sentatives of this regime (Austria) 
who faced me, the fuehrer elected 
by the German people, without a 
legitimate mandate on their part, 
that this condition would be im- 
possible in the long run, since ris- 
ing indignation of the Austrian 
people could not ever be held down 
by increasing measures of force and 
that from a certain moment on it 
also would prove impossible for the 
reich longer to stand silently by 
in lace of such violation." 


This agreement also was violated, 


Hitler asserted.

Right of Congress 


Likewise, the president has chos- 


en to ignore the right of the con- 
gress of the United States to inves- 
tigate the acts of agencies and or- 
ganizations which it has created 
The law says that a member of the 
board of directors of the TVA can 
be removed only by a concurrent 
.resolution of both houses of con- 
gress. The president has nothing to 
say about his removal and presum- 
ably has no right to intimidate any 
public official. Congress was care- 
ful to write the law that way be- 
cause it did not want executive in* 
terference at any time. 


But Mr. Roosevelt has striven 


by his "public investigation at the 
White House, to discredit an im- 
portant official whose testimony 
and evidence are bound to be re- 
quired when congress does inves- 
tigate—that is. assuming the admin- 
istration doesn't 
force a rubber- 


stamp majority in the legislative 
body to refuse the investigation 
asked for by Chairman Morgan. 


It is most unusual to have a pub- 


lic hearing at the White House with 
stenographers present and copies o; 
the testimony being given sheet by 
sheet to the press. It is most unusu- 
al also that a president of the Uni- 
ted States could not have got what- 
ever facts he wanted or needed by 
calling in separately the two direc- 
tors who are, on one side of the 
dispute and the 
chairman on the 


other. In private 
conferences he 


could have obtained the necessary 
data. 


Did Not Want Data 


But the president, for obvious 


reasons, did not want the data. He 
plainly wanted to put Chairman 
Morgar. "on the' spot" so that the 
administration henchmen on Capi- 
tol Hill would be persuaded against 
agreeing to an investigation simply 
by a reading in the press of the 
stenographic record of what had 
happened on Friday at the White 
House hearing. 


Chairman 
Morgan showed re- 


markable steadfastness in refusing 
*o testify and in insisting that the 
congress alone should investigate. 
Apparently Mr. Roosevelt was irk- 
ed by Chairman Morgan's refusal, 
but. at the same time, he himself 
did net deny that the chairman had 
appealed to him before to give ade- 
quate consideration to the facts of 
the dispute. There was no previous 
unwillingness on Chairman Mor- 
gan's part to tell the president 
everything, but the latter, for rea- 
sons of his own. kept the chairman 
out in the cold the past few months. 


In the past few days, it has been 


apparent that the president was 
taking sides against the chairman 
and wanted him to resign, but could 
not actually request it because he 
has no authority of* removal under 
existing law. Also it is doubtful 
whether both houses would ever 
vote to remove Chairman Morgan 
•without holding the committee in- 
vestigation which he is seeking. 
Doubtless Dr. Morgan does not feel 
he can serve any longer, anyhow, 
but he does not intend to give up 
his strategic position as a member 
of the TVA board to demand that 
light be shed on the conspiracies 
and intrigue that go on inside the 
TVA. 


Nothing to Hide 


When Mr. Roosevelt announced 


that sll three directors should eith- 
er reconcile th'eir differences or re- 
sign, he undoubtedly realized that 
Nhis public inquisition-o£ Chairman 
Morgan had been a failure. He 
know: perfectly well that the feud 
35 not going to be settled by all 
three of the directors themselves, 
and that the only thing Chairman 
Morgan wants is to have the whole

. Morgan's refusal to give facts now 
even to the president of the United 
States is an example of courage of 
a public official

licity by legislative committees.

During two or three decades of 


the recent history of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, a

ported educational institutions in 
the country.

trated form by chemical treatment. 
More years 
of 
experimentation 


brought about the discovery that 
Vitamin D could be 
introduced 


into foods through action of ultra- 
violet ravs. that certain compounds 
widely distributed in foods, when 
activated by these 
rays, 
would 


become 
very 
stimulating upon 


those processes which are respon- 
sible for absorption and retention 
of lime salts by the body. 


Thus was the famous Steenbock 


irradiation process made known. 
It was doubtly important then, as 
now. 
since a large percentage of 


children in the Wisconsin 
area, 


and especially those in cities, are 
susceptible to rickets, which is 
due to faulty assimilation of lime 
substances. This, 
it 
was found, 


could be corrected by foods treat- 
ed with ultra-violet rays, and by

cialism, realizing, of course, that 
the state could squeeze out private 
enterprise and actively enter the 


tors 10 cents for each signature to 
their petition.

It is reassuring to hear from Mordecai 


Ezekiel, a bright young economist whose 
public service at Washington antedates the 
New Deal, that the fix we're in now is not 
the Next Depression. It is merely a tem- 
porary relapse, he says, on the way to the 
next Boom, which is due in the late forties. 
We shall probably go no lower, he thinks, 
and will start up again in the fall. What 
we are slowly heading into, he believes, 
will be the" greatest prosperity ever. 


After that, perhaps a greater depres- 


sion. But let us not borrow trouble. One 
depression at a time is all we can manage. 
And besides, a boom in between is a re- 
deeming feature. 


The chief cause of this business reces- 


sion, he says, was the sudden stoppage 
of government spending 
last year; 
it 


should have tapered off more slowly. 


The business climb in the immediate 


future will result largely from new hous- 
ing, which runs in cycles of 12 to 15 years, 
and which is due for a sharp rise in the 
immediate years. 


Dr. Ezekiel isn't altogether fatalistic 


about the ensuing slump eight or ten years 
hence, because we have learned some 
things about economic cycles and are es- 
tablishing better controls than we used 
to have. 


The most important and constructive 


thing that can be done by business, he 
says, is to pass on to workeis and con- 
sumers more of the ''increased productiv- 
ity caused

technological improve- 


ments." That is, pass around the machine 
benefits more liberally. 


ISLANDS 


Islands are looking up these days. Na- 


tions take more and more interest in them, 
no matter how distant or isolated, as avia- 
tion spreads and they need landing and 
roosting places for their flyers. 


Uncle Sam, long careless of such mat- 


ters because we had more real estate at 
home than we could use, is waking up now 
and scanning the map for unused bits of 
land in the Pacific that have harbors 
where planes or ships may find shelter. 
Particularly in Polynesia, the region of 
"many islands" in the southwestern Pa- 
cific, near Australia and New Zealand. 


To many islands there, unoccupied or 


held by doubtful 
claimants, the United 


States may have a lawful claim by virtue 
of prior discovery in the old whaling days. 
It would be foolish to go around claim- 
ing everything in sight; but a chain of 
such islands, to serve as landing and fuel- 
ing stations and refuges against storms, 
and perhaps also supply posts for naval 
vessels,-would be very useful hereafter. 
They are needed especially to serve the 
new commercial air routes. 


It is probably unnecessary to get into 


any squabble with any other nation about 
them. In case of any honest dispute with 
other claimants, especially 
the 
British 


countries, it should be possible to handle 
the matter on a friendly and businesslike 
basis, buying what we need if our title 
isn't clear. 


ANNUAL WAGE PLAN 


In discussion of wage-hour legislation 


many facts come to light which the aver- 
age citizen has overlooked hitherto. One 
of these is the existence of 200 different 
profit-sharing arrangements in American 
industry. Senator Vandenberg has started 
an inquiry into the methods used and their 
success. 
Closely allied with .this is the 


annual wage plan already followed by 
many concerns. 


A recent witness before the Senate un- 


employment committee told of his com- 
pany's change from an hourly wage scale 
to an annual wage system. Under the 
former, there were frequent lay-offs and 
expensive seasonal activity. The company 
then studied the annual wage possibili- 
ties, finally guaranteeing its employes 52 
pay checks a year, with vacation and sick 
leave added. 


The workers, he claims, have profited 


in increased income and greater leisure. 
"We don't keep any particular check on 
hours except for information purposes," 
said the head of the company. ''The idea 
is that here is the woVk to do, and when 
it is done the workers can go home." 


The company itself has profited by 


eliminating seasonal rushes and slumps in 
production. 
It finds also that workers' 


efficiency has increased 10 to 20 per cent 
on the annual wage system.

Forgotten Dam 


A sample of that arose last year.

000.000. 


But last year when the debate 


arose as to whether Gilberfsville 
dam on the lower Tennessee should 
be started, several senators rad to 
ask what authority Congress ever 
had given to build the dam.

river as it runs through Kentucky. 
Tennessee, Alabama and a corner 
of Georgia, is a half billion dollars. 


The Biff Money 


A half 
billion dollars is big 


money, even in these days. Of this 
half billion, about $200,000,000 has 
been appropriated over the 
past 


five years, $40.000,000 is asked for 
the coming year and the completed 
program calls for like sums over 
several years in the future. 


In its brief life, TVA has spent 


as much as the reclamation service 
spent building western irrigation 
projects in 30 years before the New 
DeaL Since then, of course, both 
have had a go at the big money. 


Congress never has balked much 


at continuing TVA. It Ihrew out the 
Florida ship canal an-i the Passa- 
maquoddy tide harnessing project 
but mostly has let TVA have its 
requests. 


It has been reason&bly easy to 


defend TVA's flood control pur- 
pose; almost as easy to defend its 
project of opening7 up 600 miles ot 
river to connect Knoxville with 
the Mississippi. But defending its 
third purpose, power development, 
has been a pig in another poke. At 
this point its widespteadmij pur- 
pose bumped into 
privately op- 


erated utilities — and the war be- 
tween the New Deal and private 
utilities has been endless.

West opened the five of clubs, a 


favorable lead for declarer. East 
played the king, and the ace won. 
The proper play at this point was 
to return the club, in the hope of 
establishing dummy's jack as an 
eventual trick. Declarer, however, 
thought he had other fish to fry. 
Probably on the theory that he 
would have to ruff only one losing 
diamond in order to insure the con- 
tract, he decided to "play safe" by 
getting out at least one round o; 
trumps. He, therefore, led low 1o 
dummy's queen. East ducked, and 
now, since another heart lead might 
invite the defenders to continue 
with a third round, declarer switch- 
ed to diamonds. He led low to the 
ace and cashed the king; that is, 
h* tnought he was cashing it! East 
rudely interrupted with a ruff, then 
laid down the* ace and another 
heart, sweeping dummy clear of 
trumps. Declarer found himself 
with a losing club and two losing 
diamonds, 
thus suffering a 200 


point penalty. 


It was more difficult to lose this 


contract than to make it. Even after 
declarer's failure to return a club at 
the second trick, the situation 
should have been well in hand 
Even the unnecessary lead of a 
heart would not have been fatal if 
declarer had taken the precaution 
to lay down one high diamond hon- 
or from his own hand, then, on 
reaching dummy with the heart 
queen, to lead up to the other dia- 
mond 
honor. Against this, East 


would be helpless. If he ruffed, de- 
clarer would merely discard a los- 
ing diamond; if he didn't, the king 
would be cashed and a low dia- 
mond led and ruffed. East could 
overiuff and return a trump, but in 
that case declarer would lose only 
one club, the heart act, and one dia- 
mond.

"Yes, in one way 1 was afraid,

"I used a forked stick 
to hold the head down, and then 
grasped the snake in my right 
hand, just behind the head, and 
held it firmly between 
the 
first 


and second fingers. 


"In that position it 
could not 


turn its head. While I was carry- 
ing it to town, it would wrap its 
body around my arm. The Jongesl 
cobra I caught alive was five and 
a half feet long." 


"Were you ever bitten?" 
"Yes, just once. (I was walking 


through the veldt (meadow land* 
when I stepped on a gray-black 
cobra about three feet long. 
It 


bit me above the ankle of my 
right leg. and I still have the scar. 


"I made two cuts just above the 


wound to dram off the 
poison, 


then rubbed in permanganate of 


potash. My leg was sore for two 
weeks." 


"Why did you go out hunting 


poisonous snakes?" 


"To sell them to the Snake Park 


at Port Elizabeth, a small city in 
South Africa. They were bought 
so the venom could be taken out 
and used in making serum. 
The 


serum helps to save people from 
danger 
of death after they arc 


bitten by poisonous snakes. I' got 
10 shillings ($2.50) for each large 
cobra and five shillings for a 
small one."

"It was a rhingall," he said, "a

Mcnasha—A $20,336 stadium at 


the baseball park which will cost 
the city ol Mcnasha $4,000 in actual 
cash outlay, was authorized by the 
city council at a special meeting 
called by Mayor W. E. Held at the 
city hall Friday night. Plans and 
specifications were ordered 
pre- 


pared fay the council. 


The stadium was orgmally set up 


as a WPA project and approved a 
year ago in July but no action was 
taken as sewer projects occupied 
all available WPA labor. - The gov- 
ernment will give $10,779 for labor 
and materials while the city's share 
is $9.057. 
Mayor Held explained 


that the city will use its own ma- 
chinery, tools, graders and trucks 
as well as salvaged materials from 
the old high school and will have 
to make an actual cash outlay only 
for sand, stone, structural iron and 
some cement. 


The monies will not come as an 


additional expense to taxpayers of 
the city but will be appropriated 
from the budget set up for relief. 
Mayor Held explained 
that 
the 


council had anticipated an increased 
relief load this year and had ap- 
propriated $35,000 for relief in 1938. 
However, the city's relief load has. 
been transferred almost 100 per 
cent to the WPA rolls and only $3,- 
000 has been spent so far. The coun- 
cil transferred $4,000 from the relief 
budget 
to a iclief construction 


budget to give proof to the govern- 
ment that the city is able to pro- 
vide its share of the expense. 


Need Work For Men 


Mayor Held also explained the 


necessity of having a project avail- 
able so that men can be transferred 
at the completion of the Seventh 
street sewer project. With a crew 
of 131 men working at that project, 
the work is proceeding more rapid- 
ly than expected.

is ready to start,- the workers will 
fall back on relief.

estimated at $50 per 


month per family which would re- 
sult in a bill of

It has been estimated that the 


stadium project will 
occupy be- 


tween 25 and 30 men for a period 
of at least 30 weeks 
If those men 


were on relief during that period, 
support of their families would cost 
the city nearly $9.000. That expen- 
diture would not bring any benefit 
to the city while $<.,000 spent for 
the grandstand will provide the 
same relief and will leave the city 
with a permanent structure, the 
mayor said. 


In the mean time. Mayor Held is, 


working on a park project which 
will embody the parks of the city 
and the new high school grounds in 
a shifting project. Under that set- 
up, the workers can be transferred 
from one park to another in the 
city. However, it will take at least 
two or three months to secure ap- 
proval of that project. 


The stadium will be of concrete 


and will have" a seating capacity of 
900. 
Provision has been made for

BOOK REVIEW 


Author of 'Tempest Over Mexico* 
Endured Hardships of Revolution 


-By Jean Wiley Thickens 


"TEMPEST OVER MEXICO" by 


Rosa King. 
Mexico has begun to seem almost 


like a suburb of Wisconsin these 
days for where ever one goes in 
Mexico City, whether to cafe, mu- 
seum or ancient monastery, one is 
sure to encounter 
Wisconsinitcs. 


For that reason a description of this 
mysterious and fascinating country 
would prove repetitious to many 
persons. However, there is one spot 
in Mexico City which is especially 
entertaining to visitors and one 
which the average person hears 
little of: the National Pawn Shop or 
El Monte de Piedad (the Mount of 
Mercy). This remarkable institu- 
tion was founded in 1776 by an an- 
cestor of the present Don Miguel 
Cervantes, whose American wife is 
the conductor of Mexico tours, a 
successful and efficient travel agen- 
cy conducted for the benefit 
of 


American tourists. This "Mount of 
Mercy" (as it was originally nam- 
ed) is housed in an enormous stone 
building which was the first vice- 
regal residence of the Spanish gov- 
ernor of Mexico City and 
built 


shortly after the conquest of Mexi- 
co by Cortez in 1520. The building 
stands on the site of an even more 
ancient building which housed Cor- 
tez and his Spanish conquistadors 
who came to make terms with the 
Aztec emperor, Montezuma. and to 
persuade him to abjure his coun- 
try's customs of human sacrifices 
to their pagan gods and cannabal- 
ism of their captured prisoners of 
war. This public spirited young 
Spanish 
nobleman 
who was so 


unique, for his times, as to show 
any interest in the plight of the 
poor, (by establishing a charitable 
institution where they could bor- 
row money at a nominal rate of in- 
terest, on their 
personal 
posses- 


sions) was a most interesting char- 
acter. For many years it was con- 
ducted by a member of his family 
but several years ago the adminis- 
tration of the Pawn Shop was taken 
over by the Mexican government. 
The government charges but 1 per 
cent monthly on loans and if the 
owner is unable to redeem his priz- 
ed possession at the expiration of 
his allotted time, the article is sold. 
However should it be sold for more 
than the original owner obtained 
from the National Pawn Shop, the 
difference is refunded to the orig- 
inal owner, less the very small per- 
centage to cover costs of handling. 


Many Things For Sale 


In this enormous, vaulted stone 


building of many rooms can be 
found a bewildering 
conglomera- 


tion of objects for sale, which range 
from childrens* toys, modern Amer- 
ican typewriters, radios and bath 
tubs, to Oriental rugs, 
priceless 


paintings, jewels, books, clothes, 
and ancient manuscripts. 
In one 


large draughty chamber is housed a 
collection of 
religious 
paintings, 


figures of the virgin, Christ and the 
saints! altar coverings in velvet and 
damask, communion vessels of mas- 
sive silver, huge altar candelabra 
and priests' vcstncnts in various 
shades of satin damask, many of 
them heavily encrusted and richly 
woven in gold and silver. These ar- 
ticles have been stolen from the 
thousands of Catholic 
churches 


which were looted and destroyed 
during the years of the Revolution. 


The jewelry department was es- 


pecially fascinating to tourists and 
great crowds of Americans milled 
about feasting their eyes on the 
beautiful collections of rings, brace- 
lets, earrings and watches, set m 
diamonds, rubies and 
emeralds, 


which arc available to anyone pos- 
cessing the necessary pesos. 
The 


girl clerks in this department are 
required to attend a jewel school 
before they can find employment 
here. As they are paid a fixed sal- 
ary and receive no commissions for 
sales, they are completely honest 
and genuinely anxious for their 
customers to make the wisest se- 
lections amongst this glittering ar- 
ray of gems. A few years ago the 
selections were much larger 
and 


more varied, but tourists 
and 


American jewelers have discovered 
this enchanted spot and the col- 
lection grows less varied, though 
still amazing, as the years pass. 


In the ancient city of Cuernevaca. 


a drive of 50 miles from Mexico 
City, lives Senora Rosa King, an 
English-woman who came to this 
charming, sleepy old town 35 years 
ago as a young widow with two 
tiny children to support. This she 
succeeded in doing by conducting 
a small hotel and pottery factory 
until the Revolution destroyed the 
entire city, with the exception of 
the four hundred year old palace of 
the conquerer Cortez. and the six- 
teenth century church which all 
the Revolutionary leaders by com- 
mon consent, decided to spare.

City; her health was completely 
and permanently shattered so that 
she was never able to resume lh«» 
operation of her highly remunera- 
tive hotel when peace was restored. 
For years she lived in Mexico City 
but after her two children married 
and left her she became nostalgic 
for the 
dreamy, 
flower-scented 


little city which is always bathed in 
gentle sunshine and framed in glor- 
ious, snow-capped mountains. Now 
she is back again, living quietly In 
an old Spanish house with a foun- 
tain playing in the patio and the 
ancient stone balconies ablaze with 
scarlet and purple bougainvillia. 
while 
gaudily 
colored 
parrots 


swing from old wooden cages out- 
side the windows. Here I called on 
her. armed with a note from a mu- 
tual friend. She is a handsome old 
lady, straight and slender, with a 
head of early grey hair and brilli- 
ant black eyes. She has written a 
most successful book of her experi- 
ences 
during those war 
years 


("Tempest Over Mexico") which 
is selling at a terrific rate down 
here amongst the American 
and 


English tourists who want a true 
account of that hectic period in 
Mexican history by one who was 
qualified to give an authentic and 
neutral record. It is simply written 
and is more or less a personal rec- 
ord but at the same time the au- 
thor has succeeded in presenting1 a 
vivid and thrilling picture of the 
various Revolutionary leaders, their 
aims and ideals. "Tempest Over 
Mexico" will be found of consider- 
able interest to anyone intrigued by 
the happenings of those years, even 
though one has not had the privi- 
lege of meeting and chatting with 
its charming and gracious author.

A TROUT FISHING EPISODE 


By Ozark Riplcy 


When an angler catches a " brook 


trout weighing seven and a half 
pounds he can say to himself that 
it is something which does not hap- 
pen every day to all anglers. Truly 
much larger redspots have been 
taken by lucky anglers, but a seven 
and a half pound rcdspot is a no- 
ticeable achievement, even in a 
region where Monsieur or Madame 
Fontinalis grow to weightier pound- 
age.

Perhaps some may pick 
flaws 


with this statement and cite thc 
number of huge trout which arc 
caught in the Nipigon or Jacques 
Carticr territory or way up near thc 
height of land in Quebec and On- 
tario. or even out in thc waters of 
the Banff region of thc Canadian 
Rockies where they have been 
planted in recent years and on ac- 
count of the abundance of food 
and thc right kind of waters in a 
short time have grown to im- 
mense size fish. 


I have fished thc famed waters 


for big brook trout which flow in- 
to Lake Superior for a great num- 
ber of years and still I am not 
blase and am willing to admit every 
fish I hook which weighs over five 
pounds is a whopper. 1 have gone 
up to nine and a half pounds on 
thc Nipigon River. I can claim ac- 
complishing that feat only once, 
and I do not know how many years 
will elapse before I succeed in do- 
ing it again. 


But the brook trout 
which 
I 


took near Armour Harbor not so 
long ago has thc outstanding place 
in my category of fishing accom- 
plishments or accidents, if you want 
to class it that way. I think it out- 
standing because thc big fellow had 
a good look at me and really seem- 
ed to tell me that my first offering, 
the one which brought him to the 
surface, was nothing more than a 
very unalluring deceit, thought I 
had caught many other big trout 
in the very tame waters with thc 
same outfit.
